The Sunagawa reference discloses a non-aqueous electrolyte battery having a 
negative electrode, a non-aqueous electrolyte, and a positive electrode containing a 
positive electrode material comprising a compound represented by LlaCObMnc(M)dNii. 
(b+c+d)02 wherein 0<a<1.2, 0.1<b<1, 0.05<c<1, 0<d<1, and 0.1 5<b+c+d<1, wherein an 
example of the compound is LiMno.05Nio.05Coo.9O2 (See Table 5, example 39 and claim 
13). However, Sunagawa et al does not expressly teach a composite oxide that shows 
a single phase structure belonging to space group R3-m as a result of examination by x- 
ray diffractometry.
